Our new toilets will be 
bog standard, says council 
after ‘robo loo’ row 


PORTHCAWL is 
well-known around 
the UK (and some¬ 
times internation¬ 
ally) for a number 
of things. 

There’s the many 
variations on waves 
breaking over the har¬ 
bour light. 

The Royal Porthcawl 
Golf Club has been 
acclaimed (by golf 
legend Tom Watson) 
as “the best course not 
on the Open rota in the 
UK”. 

Many people 

remember that Paul 
Robeson once sang to 
the Miners’ Eisteddfod 
in the Grand Pavilion 
over the transatlantic 
telephone line. 

And there’s the Elvis 
Festival of course, 
which has brought the 
town fame. 

But now we can add 
to that list, ‘Porthcawl’s 
anti-sex loo’. 

It all started when 
the Local Democracy 
Reporting Service 
wrote a routine article 
on Porthcawl Town 
Council’s plans to 


demolish the existing 
toilet block at Griffin 
Park and replace it with 
a new block, costing 
£170,000 in total. 

Porthcawl Town 
Council (PTC) would 
contribute £135,000 
and Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) £35,000. The 
existing facilities are 
due to close in October 
while the demolition 
and construction of 
the new building takes 
place. 

In the ‘Design and 
Access statement’ were 
a number of hi-tech 
features. The toilets 
could “not only self¬ 
clean but also include 
room sensors and deter¬ 
rent measures to limit 
anti-social behaviour”. 

The report continued: 
“The planning docu¬ 
ments detail a range of 
security features, which 
include weight sensitive 
floors to ensure there is 
only one user at a time 
- safeguarding against 
vandalism or inappro¬ 
priate sexual activity. 

“Meanwhile any 
violent movement 


will automatically open 
doors and sound high- 
pitched alarms with a 
fine water jet soaking 
the individual cubicles. 

“A restricted time 
entry will help deter 
rough sleeping with 
an audible warning 
and waterproof spray 
combined with the 
lights and heating being 
switched off, and Are 
and dousing equipment 
will help prevent smok¬ 
ing and drug-taking 
within cubicles.” 

In Porthcawl, the 
report sparked a great 
deal of discussion, with 
locals concerned that 
they could get soaked 
if the toilet deemed 
they had taken too 
long or unwittingly 
transgressed. 

Carers for people 
who needed assistance 
wanted reassurance 
that the ‘anti sex’ alarm 
would not go off while 
they were in there. 

So far, so local, but 
then news media picked 
up the story and it went 
international. 

In the UK, Sky News 
and both The Guardian 


and the Daily Mail cov¬ 
ered the story. 

In common with 
many other media 
outlets, it was the ‘anti 
sex’ aspect that proved 
irresistible. 

Before long, the 
story was appearing 
around the world, from 
Australia to Nebraska, 
to mention just two 
places, and it sparked 
a feeding frenzy 
that lasted over the 
weekend. 

Porthcawl town 
councillors were 
keeping a low profile, 
although a few went on 
social media to say it 
was all news to them. 

It was not until 
Monday that an official 
statement was released 
by PTC, where it was 
accepted that an error 
had been made in the 
Design and Access 
Statement, and that fea¬ 
tures had been included 
that the council never 
had any intention of 
using. 

The statement said it 
would be a traditional, 
bog standard facility, 
and would be cleaned

Let’s hope something gets done now that has been 
brought to the Council, but I don’t think I’ll hold 
my breath.

How will the 
Health Board show 
it is meeting needs? 

T he Health Board’s informa¬ 
tion sheet claims ‘we listened’ 
to the community engagement. 

But their exhibition was very poor and plans have 
expanded since April. 

It now intends to cram Albert Road GP practice 
and many clinics into a tight building. 

It has now now discovered that access to the 
wellbeing centre ‘may present difficulties’. An 
understatement by far: most patients from the two 
GP services are from north and south Penarth and 
lose the option of walking to their local surgery. 

The Health Board was told an access separate 
from the Leisure Centre is needed, close to a bus 
stop and with vehicle drop-off and disabled parking 
close by. Frail and disabled patients hate the large 
hospital car parks and busy entrances, so why repeat 
the mistake here? 

It was told a pharmacy should be provided in the 
hub. An obvious point in view of the large numbers, 
the lack of a pharmacy in Cogan, and when Welsh 
policy is to integrate pharmacy services as in the 
comparable new West Quay health centre in Barry. 

Neither issue is mentioned in the Health Board’s 
information sheet. 

It talks of works to improve the road layout, 
without mentioning the dreadful junction on to the 
main Windsor Road which probably calls for a 
roundabout. 

It talks of buses and trains to Cogan, without 
promising they will bring pavements up to standard 
between stops and the hub. Steep slopes unmanage¬ 
able for wheelchairs and no pavements across car 
parks can only be rectified by significant money and 
joint planning, including Transport for Wales. 

As a Welsh government body, the Health Board 
is required to meet active travel and disabled access 
standards. The public needs to see new plans show¬ 
ing they will do this.

ROYAL Air Force Reservists 
from 614 County of Glamorgan 
Squadron, Cardiff volunteered 
at the Leonard Cheshire home 
Danybryn in Radyr last week¬ 
end as part of the part of the 
Squadron’s commitment to give 
back to the local community. 

A team of 11 volunteers flew in DIY 
SOS style to paint the fenees, gates and 
garden benches that sit in and around 
the Victorian buildings’ extensive 
grounds that are usually maintained by 
just three regular volunteers. Corporal 
Cathy Sharpies from Penarth came 
up with the idea of volunteering after 
discovering the RAF connection with 
Leonard Cheshire. She said: “This 
charity is doing such a great job, we just 
want to do anything we can to improve 
the environment for residents.” 

Leonard Cheshire is a charity 
formed in 1948, and named after its 
founder, a former RAF pilot. They 
provide support and nursing care for 
disabled adults. Leonard Cheshire was 
bom in 1917 and like many young 
men and women, signed up to fight for 


his country in the Second World War. 

He was assigned to Bomber 
Command and became one of the 
RAF’s youngest commanding officers. 
His legendary war career included eight 
months leading No. 617 Squadron - the 
Dambusters - and he became the most 
highly decorated bomber pilot when 
he was awarded the Victoria Cross 
in 1944. At the end of the conflict, 
Leonard realised that he was one of 
the lucky ones and was seized with a 
desire to make the world a better place. 
Many ventures failed until he received 
a call from a local hospital, asking 
if an acquaintance who was dying 
could come and live with him. This 
started a lifetime of humanitarian work 
with disabled people, fighting injus¬ 
tice and working towards a society 
in which everyone is equally valued. 

Another volunteer. Senior 
Aircraftman Jamie Scott, 27 from 
Bridgend said: “This has been such 
a great experience. It’s amazing 
how much we managed to do in a 
short space of time. It was a real 
team effort and I hope the residents 
enjoy their garden even more now.” 


Social worker to be removed 
from register because of bias 


A RETIRED social 
worker is to be 
removed from the 
Register of Social 
Care Workers after 
a Social Care Wales 
hearing found his 
fitness to practise 
was impaired 
because of serious 
misconduct. 

Charles Faber, from 
the Vale of Glamorgan, 
worked as a social 
worker for CAFCASS 
Cymru for more than 
14 years, latterly 
acting as a court-ap¬ 
pointed child guardian. 

In 2015 Mr Faber 
was appointed as the 
guardian for a young 
child who was the 
subject of a care order 
by Swansea City 
Council, but concerns 
were raised about Mr 
Faber’s independence. 

CAFCASS Cymru 
and the courts found Mr 
Faber was overly sup¬ 
portive of the mother, 
which led to a percep¬ 
tion of bias, and he was 
removed from the case. 

The hearing was 
told that Mr Faber 


had excessive contact 
with the mother, which 
often took place out¬ 
side hours, and gave 
the mother a birthday 
card and £20, all of 
which called his inde¬ 
pendence into question. 

Despite the dispro¬ 
portionate amount 
of contact, it was 
made clear during the 
hearing that Mr Faber 
did not try to form a 
close personal relation¬ 
ship with the mother. 

Having heard the evi¬ 
dence, the panel decided 
that Mr Faber’s fitness 
to practise was cur¬ 
rently impaired because 
of serious misconduct. 

Explaining its deci¬ 
sion, the panel said: 
“We have concluded 
that Mr Faber’s contact 
with the child’s mother 
was excessive to the 
point that it created a 
perception of bias. 

“His actions created 
risk of harm to the child 
through delay in deci¬ 
sion-making and to the 
mother in creating unre¬ 
alistic expectations.” 

The panel decided 
to remove Mr Faber 
from the Register, 


saying: “Mr Faber’s 
lack of insight is such 
that a Removal Order 
is proportionate and 
appropriate to meet 
the risk to the public.” 

It continued: “The 
actions taken by Mr 
Faber in the child’s 
case could have given 
rise to serious harm and 
the lack of judgement 
he showed could be 
repeated if he were free 
to return to practise in 
regulated social work. 

“His lack of will¬ 
ingness to reflect and 
remedy the impairment 
of his fitness to prac¬ 
tise means the risk 
we have identified 
cannot be sufficiently 
mitigated through the 
imposition of any lesser 
disposal.” Mr Faber 
did not attend the four- 
day hearing at Social 
Care Wales’s Cardiff 
office last week. Mr 
Faber will be removed 
from the Register of 
Social Care Workers 
on 19 September 2019.

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School bus fares set to rise 


Award for successful 
snapper in Porthcawl 


TRANSPORT fees for school 
children using a bus in Bridgend 
are to double in September 
after a change in operator. 

First Cymru has decided to end the 
S56 bus which runs from Bridgend 
to Brynteg Comprehensive School, 
via Wildmill, from September 1 and 
although another operator, Peyton 
Travel, has registered to cover 
much of the same route under the 
PT12/13 number, weekly tickets 
will be twice the price - at £12. 

Weekly tickets were originally 
going to cost £15 with each jour¬ 
ney being £1.50, but the director of 
Peyton Travel said in an effort to 
lower the cost and make the service 
as affordable as possible, a £12 
weekly ticket would be offered. 

However, concerns have been raised 
about the price hike which will mean 
families having to pay £48 a month 
for one child’s travel. Deputy head¬ 
teacher of Litchard Primary School, 
Dale Richards, whose two sons will 
be using the bus to Brynteg School 
in September, said: “There are real 
concerns in the local community about 
the increased costs. Most families in 
the area have more than one child 
and this price hike will mean it’s 
going to cost an awful lot of money. 
The revised weekly ticket amount of 
£12 is still not economically viable.” 

He added: “I am aware that the 
local authority are discussing subsidy 
of buses. I’d like to thi nk that funding 
will be spread out to ensure that the 


price of travel for all provides equity 
for the families in the community. At 
present I don’t feel that this exists.” 

Paul Brain, director of Peyton 
Travel said the company would mon¬ 
itor the route on a quarterly basis and 
if there was a high number of people 
using the service, ticket prices could 
be lowered. “We will always do our 
utmost to work with the community, 
which is the reason why we took 
the decision to extend this route to 
cover the service that First Cymru 
had cancelled and ensure the safe 
transport of pupils to Brynteg School. 

“This has been greatly appreciated 
by the parents of the affected pupils.” 

The company had originally decided 
not to operate through the Wildmill 
area due to its plans for a double decker 
bus which, while maximising capacity, 
also meant it wouldn’t fit under the 
railway bridges at Cemetery Road 
and Litchard Terrace/Wildmill Lane. 

Instead it planned to travel as 
close to the estate as possible with 
stops along Coity Road and Litchard 
Cross. However, Mr Brain said the 
company was now in the process of 
reviewing that decision. “If there is 
enough support from the residents 
of Wildmill for the service we will 
gladly re-apply to extend this service 
to serve the Wildmill area. If this 
does happen we will then use high 
capacity, single decker vehicles.” 

He added: “To answer some con¬ 
cerns from parents in other areas 
with regard to the vehicle being full 


by the time it reaches the stops in 
Brackla, we can assure you if the 
uptake exceeds capacity then an 
additional vehicle will be used.” 

Peyton Travel has operated a 
service to Brynteg School from 
Parc Derwen, Trem Y Castell and 
the Brackla area for several years 
with ticket prices at £1.50 per trip. 

A First Cymru spokesman said: “We 
have been operating Service 56 com¬ 
mercially Monday to Fridays during 
term time only for many years. Despite 
our best efforts the service struggled 
to cover its cost ever since council 
funding was withdrawn [in 2015]. 

“The viability of Service 56 was fur¬ 
ther affected due to lack of vehicles as 
a result of council cutting funding for 
Service 67, with which the Service 56 
shared vehicle resources. We notified 
the council in June that we saw no 
choice but to deregister the service at 
the end of term, allowing them ample 
time to inform Brynteg Comprehensive 
and liaise with other bus operators 
to make alternative arrangements. 

“As a bus operator, our purpose 
is to provide bus transport which, 
like all businesses, has to be done 
on a sustainable basis. Withdrawing 
services is something we’d rather 
avoid, but we hope people appre¬ 
ciate that there’s not much we can 
do when services fail to cover their 
cost over an extended period.” 

Ward councillor Stuart Baldwin said: 
“It’s disappointing that First Cymru 
has withdrawn the route as it was more 


affordable than the current option. I 
am speaking to appropriate officers 
within the council about safe routes 
to school and active travel options. 

“I accept that the route from 
Wildmill to Coity Road is an unde¬ 
sirable route for anyone to navigate, 
but there are other options for safe 
walking to school along Quarella 
Road. This is already a very popular 
route for children to walk to school.” 

Clh Richard Young, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for communities, said the decision 
to end the S56 was not down to the 
council’s withdrawal of subsidies. 
He said: “The truth of the matter 
is that the service has been entirely 
commercial and privately run for 
several years now, and the coun¬ 
cil has not been involved in what 
remains a private business decision. 

“I’m pleased to see that another oper¬ 
ator is stepping in to cover as much of 
the route as possible, and that it is going 
to run as close to the estate as physically 
possible under the circumstances.” 

Bridgend council took the decision 
to end all subsidies for routes earlier 
this year, saying it could no longer 
afford to provide them. While four 
routes will continue to be operated, 
some are being adapted and two have 
been completely lost: the Service 
67 - Bridgend to Aberkenfig via 
Pen-y-Fai (Monday to Saturday) and 
Service 37 - Maesteg to Maesteg 
Parc Estate (Monday to Saturday).

Patron’s Day service at St Augustine’s 


PARISHIONERS and Friends will be 
gathering at St Augustine’s Church, 
Penarth on Sunday, August 25 to cele¬ 
brate the life of St Augustine of Hippo 
to whom the church is dedicated. 
IT is the church’s patronal festi¬ 
val to remember this patron saint of 
theologians, printers and brewers. 

“It is”, said Cathy Grove, chair of the Friends 
of St Augustine’s who are organising the day, 
“a special day for St Augustine and we intend 
to remember him with music and praise in a 
spirit of respect, welcome and enjoyment.” 

Well-known organist Robert Court will give a 


recital at 3.30pm of some favourites, including the 
Toccata from Widor’s 5th symphony and the Toccata 
and Fugue in D minor by JS Bach. Entry is £5 on the 
door (under 16s and students free). The recital will 
be followed by tea (included in the ticket price). 

At 6pm Rev Rose Hill will lead choral even¬ 
song, sung by the female members of the St 
Augustine’s singers. To mark St Augustine’s con¬ 
nection with beer it is hoped that people will stay 
after the service to raise a glass to St Augustine. 

‘Top church’ is a remarkable landmark in Penarth, 
standing proud above the town and welcoming people 
from far and wide. It is dedicated to one of the most 
remarkable saints of all time - St Augustine of Hippo. 

The day will begin with sung eucharist at 10.45am. 


ORIGINALLY formed in 
1991 to celebrate guitarist 
Tom McGuinness’ 50th 
birthday. The Manfreds 
show no sign of stopping. 

Made up of four members of 
the original Manfred Mann, who 
had hits with ‘Mighty Quinn’, 
‘Pretty Flamingo’ and ‘Do Wah 
Diddy Diddy’ among many 
others it features guitarist Tom 
McGuinness, keyboard player 
Mike Hugg (who formed the 
Mann Hugg Blues Brothers in 
1962 with Manfred Mann), and 
original singer Paul Jones - along 
with Marcus Cliffe on bass, 
Simon Currie on sax and flute 
plus Rob Townshend on drums. 

The band had a sell-out tour 
of New Zealand earlier this 
year, a tour which put a smile 
on singer Paul Jones’ face. “It 
was terrific!” he said; “So well 
organised and really enjoyable.” 

Paul has been on the road 
for over 50 years, firstly with 
Manfred Mann then as a solo act, 
then in musical theatre and now 
as a ‘Manfred’. He also tours 
with The Blues Band with fel¬ 
low Manfred Tom McGuinness 
and as a duo with fellow Blues 
Band-mate Dave Kelly. With 
such a hectic schedule I wondered 
if there is a secret to keeping 
his voice in prime condition. 

“Well, I warm up before a show 
as one is supposed to and I’ve 
got exercises that I do. To be 
honest though, I only started to do 
that in the late 70’s when I went 
to a vocal teacher. Back in the 
early days I sometimes misused 
my voice, and if that happened I 
just screeched my way through a 


show. There were so many girls 
screaming that nobody noticed. 

“But when I went into musi¬ 
cal theatre I realised that there 
was nowhere to hide, so I started 
seeing this vocal teacher which 
lasted through to the late 80’s, and 
I’m very grateful to that teacher.” 

Paul laughs. “I also started 
going to a dance teacher, but he 
didn’t have the same success with 
me.” For the tour, the band has 
had to make some changes, Paul 
explained: “Yes well, keyboard 
player and founder member 
Mike Hugg, and our drummer 
Rob Townsend are both hors 
de combat. So we’ve brought 
in Mike Gorman, who played 
on bassist Marcus Cliffe’s new 
album on keys, and the excel¬ 
lent Frank Tontoh on drums.” 

Apparently Frank has a 
Manfreds’ connection: “That’s 
right. A few years ago we released 
an album called Uncovered, 
which was an album of cover 
versions. One of the tracks we 
did was ‘Sunshine Day’ which 
had been a hit for the band 
Osibisa. Frank’s dad was in 
Osibisa and co-wrote the song.” 

And what can we expect 
to hear on the tour this year? 

“We have a couple of new 
things. There’s a feature tune from 
sax player Simon Currie from his 
new album, and bassist Marcus 
will be featured on a song from 
his new album - a Curtis Mayfield 
song called ‘People Get Ready’. 

“‘How Lucky Can One 
Man Be’ is a song from Tom 
McGuinness’s latest album and 
there’ll be one from my current 
album ‘Straighten Up And Fly 
Right’, which was written by Nat 


‘King’ Cole. The rest will be pretty 
much all Manfred Mann songs, 
but probably a few more obscure 
EP and album tracks as well as 
the hits. Also, there’ll be the odd 
song that we never recorded in 
a studio, but did on the radio.” 

This is no doubt prompted by 
the recent release of four CDs of 
radio recordings by the Jones era 
Manfred Mann, the Mike D’Abo 
era Manfred Mann, Manfred 
Mann Chapter Three and Manfred 
Mann’s Earth Band. Even with the 
band’s vast catalogue of hits, Paul 
can still pick out a few favourites. 

“Well, because I wrote them, 
‘5 4 3 2 1’ and ‘The One In 
The Middle’. Em very fond of 
those, but also ‘Smokestack 
Lightnin’ because it’s the 
blues and right up my street. 

“I also admire ‘Oh No Not My 
Baby’. Mind you if we had been 
allowed to write more I might 
have had a different answer.” 

The Portsmouth-born singer is 
looking forward to the UK dates. 
“We shall attack them with gusto 
and some musical expertise. 

“Don’t miss this. Firstly 
because it’s a line-up you may 
never hear again and we fire off 
each other, and secondly - because 
we look really stupid when there’s 
no-one there. What’s important 
is the people who are there.” 

The Manfreds will be bringing 
their hits, jazz and blues show to 
The Grand Pavilion, Porthcawl 
on Saturday, September 7; 
tickets are available from the 
box office on 01656 815995 
and all the usual agencies.

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Seven top tips for exercising in summer 


DRINKING before exercising, 
trying a different time of day 
and knowing the medical risks 
are three of the seven top tips 
for being active outside in sum¬ 
mer sun and heat. 

Fitness fans have been urged to stay 
well hydrated, adjust their routines and 
know their limits when working out in 
the sun and heat. 

Experts from health and fitness site 
Vivotion.com have revealed their sev¬ 
en top tips for Brits heading outdoors 
to exercise over the summer. 

Whether running and cycling or par¬ 
ticipating in other sports and outdoor 
activities, the specialists have warned 
that failure to adjust accordingly to 
hot conditions could hinder fitness 
progress and potentially harm overall 
health. 

A spokesperson for Vivotion.com 
said: “More Brits will be encouraged 
to get active outdoors during spells of 
warm weather over the summer, but 
direct sunlight and increased heat can 
pose extra challenges to exercising. 

It’s especially important to wear ap¬ 
propriate summer clothing, get plenty 
of water into your system before you 
feel like you need it and avoid the mid¬ 
day sun. 

“If you start to feel uncomfortable 
or notice any signs of heat exhaustion, 
stop immediately and try to cool down 
as quickly as possible.” 

When exercising in summer: 



1. Keep hydrated: it’s particularly 
vital when active during summer heat 
to make sure you keep sufficiently hy¬ 
drated at all times. 

That means drinking plenty of pref¬ 
erably cold water, or specialist sports 
drinks for intense activity, and avoid¬ 
ing alcohol. Try to take fluids on-board 
proactively, before you’re thirsty. 

The NHS advises that symptoms 
of dehydration, which can cause mus¬ 
cle cramps, include dark and odorous 
urine, urinating less and less frequent¬ 
ly, dizziness or light-headedness, tired¬ 
ness and a dry mouth, lips or eyes. 

2. Try a different time of day: if you 
normally for a run, cycle or play sports 
outdoors during the afternoon, blazing 
sunshine should make you think again. 


Try getting up earlier and exercising 
while its cool before work, or head out¬ 
side as the temperature starts to drop 
later into the evening, but steer clear of 
excessive activity while exposed to the 
‘midday sun’ between 1 lam and 3pm. 

It might also be worth considering a 
temporary change to your typical rou¬ 
tine or activities and an alternative lo¬ 
cation, such as an indoor gym. 

3. Gradually get used to conditions: 
If your body is used to participating in 
outdoor activities during the winter, 
with cold air and rain to keep it cool, 
it’s important to acclimatise to exercis¬ 
ing in heat gradually. 

Gradually build up your activity 
levels, conduct a thorough warm-up 
and make sure you know your fitness 
level - don’t push yourself too hard, 
too soon in challenging conditions and 
seek out shade wherever possible. 

4. Dress wisely: Brits heading out¬ 
doors to exercise in summer heat 
should choose light coloured, loose 
clothing that’s made from an appropri¬ 
ate, ventilated sporting material rather 
than cotton. 

A pair of shorts and a t-shirt should 
normally do the trick - forget about 
sweatshirts, tracksuits, joggers and 
long socks. 

Don’t forget to take a cap or sun¬ 
glasses and sun cream too, if it’s a par¬ 
ticularly bright day, and a towel cool¬ 
ing and mopping your brow. 

5. Know your medical limits: It’s 
crucial to know how any medication or 


pre-existing conditions you have, such 
as diabetes or heart problems, may or 
may not affect your ability to exercise 
in higher temperatures. 

If you’re unsure, consult a medical 
professional and don’t do any activity 
that could pose unnecessary risks and 
harm, rather than help, your overall 
health. 

6. Watch out for heat exhaustion 
and heatstroke: According to the NHS, 
signs of heat exhaustion include head¬ 
aches, dizziness and confusion, loss of 
appetite, feeling sick, excessive sweat¬ 
ing, pale skin, cramps in the limbs or 
stomach, fast breathing or pulse, being 
very thirsty and a body temperature 
above 38C. 

Children may also become floppy or 
sleepy. 

If you can’t cool down within 30 
minutes and it turns into heatstroke, it 
needs to be treated as an emergency. 
The NHS says other signs of heatstroke 
include feeling dry and not sweating 
despite being too hot, rapid or short 
breath, confusion, a body temperature 
of 40C or higher, unresponsiveness, 
loss of consciousness or seizures. 

7. Take a cold shower: Taking a cold 
bath or shower after working out in the 
heat will lower your core body tem¬ 
perature and be more comfortable than 
soaking in hot water. 

Coldness can also help to lower the 
risk of muscle soreness and injury after 
exercise by reducing inflammation and 
speeding up recovery.

EATING out at a 
pub is not straight¬ 
forward these days 
- you need to be 
sure about what you 
want. 

There are gastro pubs 
who piteh their ambi¬ 
tions (and their prices) 
high, and then there 
are cheap and cheerful 
pubs where you get the 
feeling that meals are 
bought in and simply 
reheated. 

The Sycamore Tree 
in Colwinston is proud 
to be neither. 

It is one year since 
Mark and Emma took 
over and their aim, 
together with chef Rhys, 
is to offer good quality, 
home-made traditional 
pub food, and on the 
evidence of our recent 
evening meal, they have 
got it dead right. 

My guest and I 
enjoyed two three- 
course meals, and each 
course was a pleasure 
to eat, in a relaxed and 
spacious dining room. 

To be honest, my 
first thought at looking 
through the menu was 
“this is all a bit too 
cheap”. 

Starters are between 
£4 and £5, and desserts 
go from £3 to £3.95, but 
they are not cutting cor¬ 
ners at The Sycamore 
Tree. 

I started with some¬ 
thing that had to be 
home-made, Welsh 
rarebit on a pretzel 
baguette, and it was a 
tasty take on a Welsh 
classic. 

My guest enjoyed her 


baked brie in golden 
breadcrumbs, with an 
onion relish, and it was 
full of flavour. 

When you move on 
to main courses at the 
Sycamore Tree, you are 
spoiled for choice. 

There are half-a- 
dozen pub classics, 
some tempting steak 
options, three fish 
courses, three salads, 
seven vegetarian 
options (one vegan) and 
some chefs specials 
too. 

My guest chose the 
lasagne (£9.50), and 
pronounced it the best 
she had had in years - 
loaded with meat and 
all in a great sauce. 

Mark is proud to 
say that all the meat 
is bought locally, and 
most comes from 
nearby farms. He says 
that you can expect a 
30-minute wait for a 
main course, because 
it is prepared from 
scratch. 

This was certainly 
the case with my main 
course, 8oz marinated 
lamb rump, pea and 
mint risotto with hon¬ 
ey-glazed carrots with 
a red wine jus (£14.95). 

The lamb was tender 
and succulent, and the 
sauce tasted as good 
as it read on the menu 
(sadly, not always the 
case in restaurants these 
days). The pea and mint 
risotto was just as tasty, 
as were the carrots. 

When food is as tasty 
as this, you don’t pass 
on the dessert, even 
if you are a bit full, 
and there is plenty of 


temptation on the menu. 

For both of us, the 
word ‘home-made’ 
jumped out at us and 
so my guest chose the 
chefs homemade cider 
toffee apple crumble. 
It’s fair to say that 
words failed her, but 
she did let me try a 
spoonful, and I can 
conflrm that it was rich, 
sweet, and a beautiful 
balance between the 
key ingredients. 

I went for the chefs 
homemade Penderyn 
barabrith bread & butter 
pudding, with custard. 
I’m a pushover when 
it comes to bread and 
butter pudding, but I 
was a bit nervous that 
using barabrith might 
spoil the texture. 

It absolutely did 
not, and it was another 
example of a deeply 
luxurious, satisfying 
dessert. They were both 
£3.95 and I can think 
of several restaurants 
where I would have 
paid £6.95 for the same 
without batting an 
eyelid. 

Incidentally, at just 
£3, you can have a 
lighter dessert, a choice 
of award-winning ice 
creams from Fablas, 
based just down the 
road in the Penllyn 
Estate. 


The dining room is 
a relaxed and comfort¬ 
able space, but that is 
also true of the bar, 
and that area is dog 
friendly. Diners with a 
canine companion can 
eat from the same full 
menu as elsewhere in 
the Sycamore Tree. 

The wine list has 
plenty of variety, and 
is priced sensibly too. 
I had the house red, a 
South African Pinotage 
which was excellent. 

Mark adds that chef 
Rhys welcomes the 
challenge of dealing 
with different dietary 
requirements. Apart 
from the seven vege¬ 
tarian options, he has 
solutions for a number 
of requests, including 
gluten free batter for a 
fried fish option. 

Sunday lunch is 
£10.95 for a main 
course, and just £17.95 
for all three courses.

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A tale of sacrifice at Pegasus Bridge

FROM Saint-Lo [see last 
week’s Gem], it is on to 
a happier, of sorts, place. 

Benouville, in Calvados, lays elaim 
to having the first building - Cafe 
Gondree - to be liberated on D-Day. 

The cafe, which later doubled as a 
first aid station, itself was of limited 
tactical importance but the Caen Canal 
and the bascule bridge - since renamed 
Pegasus Bridge and replaced in 1992, the 
original, bullet-scarred one in the nearby 
museum - and a few miles inland from 
Sword Beach (which stretches some five 
miles from Ouistreham to Saint-Aubin- 
sur-Mer), and en route to Caen was. 

In a feat of precision flying that is not 
lauded sufficiently, three Horsa gliders 


towed by Halifax bombers from Tarrant 
Rushton in Dorset to within 10 miles made 
a rough landing on the opposite bank at 
0016, 0017, and OOlShrs*, 50 yards from 
the bridge and within yards of each other. 

Operation Deadstick was led by Major 
John Howard of the Ox and Bucks 
Light Infantry, his men - including the 
six pilots/co-pilots who were fighting 
men of the Glider Pilots’ Regiment 
- took the bridge with one task: hold 
until relieved. An equivalent force was 
tasked to take the bridge over the River 
Ome at Ranville, a few miles away. 

*By a peculiarity of British Double 
Summer Time and German/Middle- 
European time, the six gliders were 
on the ground from 0016hrs BDST 
and also at 2316hrs on D-Day -1. 


Once the bridges were secured, in 
one of the most audacious coup de main 
actions of WWII, the code words ‘Ham’ 
and ‘Jam’ - one for each bridge indi¬ 
cating they had been taken - were sent. 

Maj Howard’s lightly-armed force was 
reinforced by men - including Piper Bill 
Millin - of Brigadier, The Lord Lovat’s 
1 St Special Service Brigade later that day 
after repelling numerous counter attacks. 

The first action and the first battle of 
D-Day led, naturally, to its first casualty. 

That unwanted honour goes to 
Lieutenant Den Brotheridge, who 
was shot within minutes of landing, 
and is buried in Ranville churchyard. 

At rest in Benouville churchyard 
is Reverend George Parry of the 
Royal Army Chaplains’ Department. 


He landed at Ranville with the glid¬ 
er-borne assault troops; chaplains 
would tend to both the spiritual and 
medical needs of their fighting flocks. 

Rev Parry - according to numerous 
accounts, including from the actor 
Richard Todd, who landed at Pegasus 
Bridge and later played Maj Howard in 
the film The Longest Day - was bayoneted 
to death by Germans while protecting 
his wounded comrades, who were also 
killed, in contravention of all laws of war. 

No trip to Benouville is complete 
without at least a drink - raised, of 
course, to the gallant actions of the 
British Forces - in Cafe Gondree. 

The formidable and formidable Madame 
Gondree was four when the cafe - her 
home from which her parents helped the 


Resistance during WWII - was liberated. 

The cafe is a shrine to the men 
who landed that night and fought, and 
each year surviving veterans make 
their pilgrimage to ‘Peggy Bridge’, 
where, from 0016hrs onwards, she 
provides them all with Champagne. 

Pegasus Bridge was - much to 
the annoyance of many veterans and 
French people, not least of whom is 
Mme Gondree - ‘re-baptised’ as Le 
pont pour la paix entre les peuples 
(The bridge for peace between peoples) 
for the 75th anniversary of D-Day.
